EUROPEAN TOPICS. 

Our English newspaper dates by tho Ac- 
tive are up to September 28. The principal 
topics of discussion aro still tho cholera and 
the cattle disease. Tho latter, it would ap- 
pear, haa spread among tho Bheep, and has 
intensified the feeling of alarm which was 
first created by tho introduction of what has 
been called the rinderpest, " Tho gloomy 
prospects," saya the Times," which uro opened 
to us by such intelligence, aro but too oviduut. 
If this fatal malady ravages at tho same 
moment both our oxen and our sheep, we 
must look forward to little loss than a famine 
of animal food. If wo had boon sparod one 
of our groat meat staples, wo might havo en- 
dured tho temporary injury of tho other ; but 
if both are simultunooualy damagod, the con- 
sequences may bo most lamentable. A dis- 
ease, indeed, among tho sheep would have a 
far more direct result on tho supply of moat 
than the cattle plague, us wo lately understood 
it. It was the cows which wore principally 
nilected, and tho supply ol bocf was not im- 
mediately depondent upon thorn. But if a 
whole flock of sheep or lambs may bo indis- 
criminately ravagod the supply of mutton 
must be instantly contracted. It must be 
added too that under such circumstances it 
will be uocoasary to use the strictest measures 
of precaution in order to preveut the sale ol 
diseased meat. Moreover, if sheep muy bo 
affected by this disease, why may not pi^s ? 
and thus every artiole ol animal food may be 
at once thrown under suspicion.'' 

At a timo when the United Kingdom is 
threatened with tho most dreaded of all 
human epidemics, this oalamitous destruction 
of u, description of food which is only second 
to bread in its general use and nutritiou, will 
undoubtedly have a bonelul effect on public 
hoalth, and facilitate the inroads of fatal 
epidemics. Su far, however, we are glad to 
see thut the cholera has nut proved iteell ho 
rapid or so deadly in its progress in England 
as it did in tinms past, thanks to the greatly 
improved sanitary condition of the large 
towns and cities; but we cannot tell how 
long this comparative immunity will last. In 
Prance the disease is decreasing, owing to 
the vigor with which the municipal aud Im- 
perial authorities met the epidemic. In 
Toulon, where it had raged very violently, 
it is showing signs of exhaustion. Taking 
a lesson from the etleet of the great conflagra- 
tion in Constantinople, the citizens lit fires in 
the stieets. A journal called tho Tottlonnais 
speaking of tho proceedings says : — " Thoso 
fires are a distraction to the miud, and serve 
to strengthen the courage of the inhabitants. 
They are, however, badly carried out, and those 
persons who light the fires, supposing that it is 
tho smoke which purifies tho air, throw water 
wetted fuel, or old shoe?, on i ho burning piles, 
with tho idea of creating as much smoko as 
pjssible. The result is that the narrow 
streets are filled with a heavy and suffocating 
atmosphere, which penetrates the apartments, 
to the great inconvonienco of oven people in 
good health, but of invalids especially, 
several of whom havo been made much worso 
in consequence." Tho newspaper in question 
calls upon the authorities to regulate this 
mischievous state of affairs, and also to sup- 
press what is almost equally injurious to in. 
valids — the firing off of crackers, which has 
become a very general mode of testifying the 
relief and gratification of tho inhabitants ut 
the gradual departure of the disease. 

While speaking of French journals, it may 
not bo unintoresting to give tho ideas jf some 
ot the prominent Parisian editors on the 
Fenian movement, and the efiorts mado by 
tho English Government to suppross it. 
Paulin Limayrao, of tho Constitutionnel, in 
alluding to the recent seizuro ol tho paper 
called Hie Irish People, says : " This military 
execution, which violently breaks un impor- 
tant organ of Irish publicity, would be a 
gravo fact anywhero ; in England, where tho 
freedom of tho press is looked upon as the 
palladium nf all liberties, it is almost an 
event. It is, however, romarkablo that so 
arbitrary a measure does not give rise on tho 
other side of tho channel to tho least protest, 
and that it is accepted by public opinion with 
patriotic resignation." The Constitutionnel 
says that it does " not seek tho puerile s.itis- 
factiou ol catching a greet peoplo in oontru- 
diotion with itself. At the first appearance 
of danger our neighbors, with tho eminent 
practical spirit that characterises them, 
quickly put asido theorios and principles . 
they attended to what was most urgent, they 
struck, they punished, lliey stifled tho spark 
to prevent conflagration." This language, 
however, hears with it a quiet rohuke to those 
English journals that denounced tho Federal 
authorities when they were suppressing sedi- 
tious publications, not in a timo of profound 
ponce, hut in the very middle of insurrection. 
Tho Debats, on Fonianism, says : " We do 
not bolievo this movement can havo serious 
consequences, for sovoral reasons— first, he- 
cause tho English (iovornmont disposes of 
BufBolent forces to repress it ; afterwards bo- 
eauso it is a movement proceeding from with-, 
uut ; and lustly and especially, because tho 
priests arc not wilh it." 

Tho nows received in England Ironi India 
gives us u rather deplorable picturo ol tho 
Bhoolan expedition, Great mortality existed 
among tho troops, and thoy were all being 
rapidly recalled from tho unhealthy posts in 
the Dooars, No further operations woro to 
take placu until the cold season, when another 
invasion of tho Phoolan torritr/y will take 
place. Tho force trill consist of 7000 men, 
1 iioo of whom are tn bo Europeans, A slight 
i isurrootion had broken out at Bhawulpoor, 
and n lOOOnd one tit Khreenuggih, in Onsh- 
mere, Another opening is about to he af-

Till Fknian Chdiskh Hoax.— A dispatch 
from Dublin says : Very considerable excite- 
ment was caused hore on Saturday by the 
receipt of a telegram, plausibly announcing 
that a Fenian cruiser or pirato had over- 
hauled an American veasol.

Arrival of the" Active." — Tho inhabi- 
tants were gratified yesterday morning at 
hearing I ho welcomo report of a gun announc- 
ing the arrival of this steamer. Our surmises 
as to tho doings of tho Activo appoar lo have 
boon correct, as tho following memoranda of 
her Irip will show : Loft Fortlaud Nov. 1(3 
at 7 p.m.; camo to anchor at midnight; 
reached Astoria at uoou on the next day.aud 
remained there until tho following Wednes- 
day ; proceeded lo Baker's Bay, and came 
to anchor about noon ; lay at anchor in com- 
pany with the steamship Sierra Nevada, from 
Portland, the pilots not deeming it prudent to 
cross the bar ; frosh provisions getting short 
both Bteamers put hack on Thursday, 23d, to 
Astoria tor supplies; ou Friday morniog the 
Sierra Novada left Astoria and crossed tho 
bar in safety, the Active remaining in ex- 
pectation of tho arrival of the Pacific until 
Saturday morning, when she got up steam 
and crossed the bar at about half-past 8 a.m., 
making the irip to Victoria in the short 
space of 2'i hours. Tho largest fleet over 
known lo he at anchor inside the Columbia 
bar was lying weather bound during last 
week. It consisted of three steamers — tho 
Sierra Novada, Active and IJiiboni ; two 
harks, and several small craft. The water 
roso to a great height at Astoria, washiug 
away logs that had neon known to lie there 
for fourteen years. Tho weather was pro- 
nounced by sea«furing men and residents to 
have boen the most tempestuous they had 
ovor experienced. 

Thk Columbia Kivkk Defences. — The 
detention of the Active ol Bakor's Bay en- 
abled soma of tho passengers by that steamer 
to inspect the fortifications erected to protect 
tho entrance to tho Columbia Kivcr. In ad- 
dition to Foit Stevens ou the south side of 
tho entrance the U. S. Government have con- 
structed three batteries ou tho promontory on 
tho northern side, on which stands the light- 
house Those batteries aro completed, with 
Ihe execptiou of mounting tho guns, which 
process is now going on, Ou one of these 
batteries nine guns have been placed in po- 
sition, comprising a filteen-iuch Columbiad, 
and eight guns ol ten and twelve inch calibre. 
Tho other batteries will have eighteen guns 
botweon them, and when ready for notion 
will present a formidablo front to any hostilo 
marino invader. Fort Stevens, on the op- 
posite shore, also mounts one of the destruct- 
ive lifteen-inch Columbiads. 

Snii-wnBcK — Captain Mankin, of the bark 
Woodland, reports that on Thursday lust, 
while on his way up the Straits, lie sighted a 
vessel at anchor near the American shore 
below Iliu i- Rocks, apparently in distress. 
He at once stood up for her to proffer assist 
mice, and ou reaching her found her t>, la- 
thi' bark Hugh Barclay from Port Discovtry 
with lumber to San Francisco. She had been 
caught in the terrific south-easter of Sunday 
last, and lost her mainmast, her decks being 
clean swept of everything — cabin and mid- 
ship house stove in, boats, galley, and even 
bulwarks carried away. The captain asked 
Captain Mankin to report him to .Mr. Wood, 
the manager at Port Discovery, ami ask him 
to send a steam tug at once to low him into 
port. 

Another California Invention. — A pa- 
tent has been applied lor by Mossrs. Samuel 
Brown and Leon Level, of this city, for a 
" Lightning Disengaging Hook," or " Eye'' to 
instantaneously dolaeh boals from a ship's 
tackle. The apparatus is exceedingly simple 
and reliable, nnd it seems strange that il has 
not boon thought of ero now. The lerriblo 
loss of lifo on board the Brother Jonathan, 
said to be mainly due to the difficulty ol 
unhooking the boals after lowering, first sug- 
gested tho idea to tho inventor, Mr. Samuel 
Brown. A trial will be made shortly in our 
harbor before competent parlies. — Alia. 

The Theater To-N'ioiit — Prosont appear- 
ances seem to indicate that thero will be a 
large and fashionuhlo attendance at the 
theatre to-night, on tho occasion ol Mr. A. 
R. Phelps' farewell benefit, under the patron- 
age of Lord Gilfurd and tho officers of the 
fleet.

FaoM San Francisco. — The brigantine

Francisco Saturday morning in 12 days, 
bringing a cargo valued at $18,267 77, con- 
signed to the Hudson Bay Company. She 
had very bad weather, meeting willi a suc- 
cession cf violent galea all tho way up. She 
will discharge at the Hudson Hay Company's 
wharf, and then proeeed to Port Ludlow to 
load for San Francisco. The Woodland is a 
fine vessel of 452 tons and recently arrived at 
San Francisco with a cargo from Cuba.

Mr. James Grant, who arrived yesterday 
by tho Activo from Portland, has favored us 
with the Isllowing graphic account ct tho 
painful sufferings of a prospering parly of 
whioh he wus a member, in tho wilds of 
Montana Territory. Tho story will convey 
some idea of tho hardships and trials to 
whioh gold-scckoru are sometimes sub- 
jected. 

On tho 10th duy of January lust Josoph 
Do Shields, Jeremiah Cross, Josoph Woods' 
Alexander Dorrell und our informant started 
from tho town of Cottonwood— the CouDty 
Seat of Deer Lodge county, Montana Terri- 
tory; and after prospecting Carpenter's liar 
they orossed tho Rocky Mountains to Hele 
na, where they procured tho servioes of an 
old Frenchman to aot as guide, and proceed 
ed to oxplo-o tho country about tho head- 
waters of tho Marian — one of tho tributaries 
of tho Missouri rivor. The company woro 
provisioned with six months' supplies and 
curried with thorn ull the noccssary arms, 
tools, and utensils tho miner's camp and vo- 
cation rei|uircs. On tho 19th thoy reuohod 
tho baso ol tho mountains, and not expecting 
Indiuns in a seotion of country so remoto, 
they turned their animals looso lo graze, and 
after the usual repast, and resting and 
smoking round their oamp (ire — feeling 
every securily — thoy lay down lo enjoy that 
refreshing sleep vouchsafed only to the hardy 
minor and mountaineer. On the following 
morning their horses were not to be lonnd ; 
presuming they had strayed, tho party — after 
breakfast — started lo find thorn ; and after 
hours of fruitless search they returned Irom 
their sororal directions to find their camp 
stripped of overything they had possessed 
save their buffalo robes. Realizing thoir 
siluatioo, that thoir horses and supplies had 
boen stolen by somo wandering band ol 
hostilo Indians, they started on tho morning 
of the 2 1 1 to retraco their steps. They 
woro then 80 miles above tho Mariab among 
its tributaries Weary, hungry, and stripped 
of horses and provisions Ihuy began their 
march — through a drizzling snow, back to 
iho Big Bond of tho Mariab. The storm bo- 
came moro severe and violent as the desti- 
tute men plodded on their way, Ou the 28th 
thoy reached tho Big Bond, whore they 
found wood and built n fire. Thoughts o( 
homo crowded upon tho mind of Ross, and as 
the prospect of death at such a place, and 
under such circumstances appeared inevitable, 
ho wept aloud, DeShiolds observed that 
they wore "all in tho same fix," that there 
was " no uso crying about il," lhat they 
would "all die togother," and find an " end 
lo their troubles." The whole company, 
with tho exoeplion of Granl, were helpless. 
Directed by the old Frenchman, Grant — 
though badly frozon — started from their 
oamp, determined lo find succor and 
assistance for tho party or perish 
alone in the atlompt. lie dragged his 
frozen feet over a distanco of thirty-five 
miles in four doys and reached an Indian 
trading post on tho Mariab. Ono Mexican, 
accompanied by eleven Indians with horses 
and supplies started from tho post Ihe follow- 
ing day after Grant's arrival tiiere, to re- 
lievo the frozen nnd starving men. Nine 
days elapsed from tho time tho Indians 
stole their horses and supplies to the timo of 
the arrival of tho rescuing party, and during 
tho inlerim ouo prario chicken, shot by De- 
Shields, was all the lood partaken of by the 
party. None of them wero ablo lo we Ik a 
step, and had it not been for the unconquer- 
ablo resolution and perseverance of Ross 
they must all have porished. Ross would 
crawl upon his hands and knees and break 
and gather twigs and sticks, whioh he would 
tie together, and taking the string between 
his teeth would drag thorn to Iho fire, which 
pt warmth and lifo in his helpless com- 
panions. Stormy weather continued from 
the 2.iih of January to to the 8lh of April, 
aud exposed to the severity of tho weather, 
tho party woro comi died to remain in camp 
at tho Dig Bend. On tho Gth of April the 
frozen men were placed upon trivvors and 
hauled to St. Peters, or Blaokfoot Mission, 
ou the Missouri river, where they wero re- 
ceived by Father Jurdcy and Father Kmen- 
da — Italian priests — who extended to them 
more than hospitably, and more than humnri- 
ity. Some groceries, buffalo meal nnd flour 
constituted their slock of supplies. They 
were on allowances of broad, but denied 
themselves nnd gave their portion to tho in- 
valids. Cross, Woods, Dorrell, the French 
guide, nnd DeShields all lost their feet. 
DeShields sharpened his " butcher knife " on 
n cobblo stone, and cut off his own feet ; the 
feet of the balance of the party wero ampu- 
tated by the Mexican and the Indians. 
Grant's feet wore badly frozen, ind although 
some bones camo out of them ho expects in 
the oourso of time to be able to wear boots 
again. His feet look as if they had been 
burned, woundod and crisped with hot iron. 
Do Shields and Grant wore pioneers in Iho 
Curiboo country, and ara well known in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The good priests rofused 
all remuneration, but the unfortunate adven- 
turers — liberal as they were fearless and 
brave — compelled them to accept the sum of 
£000, and long as those men livo — Grant 
says — they will never cease to feel thankful 
and grateful to the priests of St. Peter's Mis- 
sion for extending to thorn the hospitality 
ich preserved their lives and who ox- 
rflbited Buch ennobling evidence that all 
men ure brothers. The week aftor Grant 
left, tho same Indians who had assisted them 
massacred u party of nino Americans aud 
one negro, engaged at surveying a lown sight 
at the mouth of tho Mariab.

It very soon commenced ita work ol de- 
struction, sweeping away first ono and than 
another of the cribs of Mr. Allirigham'a new 
wharf, until nothing of it was left, but one ol 
Iho outer piers. Somo ol the floating tim- 
bers from the wharf struck taejotty opposilo 
the Custom House aud made a breach through 
it Mr. Allingham's jelly was loft unharmed. 
The creek roso rapidly from thu previous 
rains, and being backed up by tho high tide 
mudc still higher by the swell, inundated the 
larger portion of ihe town site situaled on the 
beach. Our friend Frnnk Tucker had a nar 
row escape by Iho upsetting of iho Custom 
House boat in tho surf, which fell over him, 
but fortunately did not strike bim. Frank 
owns that he was soured, nnd bogan to think 
it was good byo to poor Frank. His escape 
was almost a miracle. We wero about to say 
we hope ho may live to have many happy re- 
turns of the same, but that is not what we 
mean— wo hope he may never bo •ompolled 
to run such a risk again. 

Tho destruction ol Ihe wharf is a severe 
loss, for it hud become quite a convenience, 
especially ou stenmer days.

According to tho Toronto Leader, Karl 
Urcy's despatoh of 1819, intimating that if 
necessary the whole force of the Empire 
would be used to maintain British supremacy 
in Canada, did not more c-ireclually smother 
Iho annexationist sentiment of that duy than 
the return of prosperity has now. It in a 
singular freak of trade that the United States 
aro willing to pay 40 cent.-i a bushel m no for 
wheat than it is worth in England, The 
Leader conclude! lhat tho Americans will, 
under any circumstances, be purchasers of 
Canadian callle lor n year or two lo come, 
whether the reciprocity treaty be renewed or 
not. 

Tho Montreal Herald protests strungly 
against Iho much discussed plan ol Confed- 
eration and f jrlification in Canada, and 
of it, with a warm argument for a peauo 
and industrial policy : 

Thus then the expenditure of millions 
upon iho proposed road through the frozen 
barrens north of I.ako Superior, instead of 
through Iho fat prairies of tho Mississippi 
ard Ked River valleys, without natural Iruffic 
stands upon Confederation as in the Hi ndoo 
cosmogony the world stands upon a lorloise. 
When wo shall have done all Ibis, and w ithoul 
war incurred a war dobt — when wo shull 
have otherwise decreased the comparative 
attractions of the country by compelling a 
largo portion o! our people into profitless 
military service, while tho Americans shall 
have returned to their old policy of kee ping 
up an inGnitesitnal military foico — wo may 
probably feel ourselves as safe as Denmark, 
or as independent as Belgium, which, with a 
larger number of mounted guns to tho Equare 
rallc, and a larger number of poldiors per 
thousand ol population than any other 
country, besides iho understood protection 
of all Europe in hor favor, fears to resist tho 
will of France when Louis Napoleon gives 
her the insulting order to drive Victor Hugo 
or Mr. Rogeaud out of her territory. On tho 
other hand, wa havo tho policy of peaceful 
internal development as an industrial people, 
intending no evil to others, nnd though con- 
scious lhat we ara not und cannot be as 
trong as our neighbors, confident that wo 
ore uo more likoly to be harrassed on that 
account lhan a small man is likoly to be 
knocked down because ho is standing by the 
side of a big one."

The while population of Fori .Simpson 
i ii u st havo had quite a stirring nnd ex- 
citing time of it lately, for, according to a 
correspondent of our-, numbers ol Indians 
nro arriving- every day from the ^'outh, 
all \\i_ll supplied witbliquor. 'I heir camp 
is one continued scene of drunkenness and 
debauchery night aud day. The mortality 
amongst them is considerable — some 
getting killed off by the inordinate inhib- 
ition of alcohol, somo getting drowned, 
some shot, somo stabbed —in fact thero is 
not a day passes ovir bul somo five or six 
bodies ure burnt. The like our inhu man! 
describes as having never witnessed during 
bis long experience in the bush The 
Indians have over two thousand gillons 
of liquor In their camp at present, the 
major portion of which lias been supplied 
by tho schooners trading north, 1 hough 
almost every canoe arriving is amply 
freighted with the same maddening com- 
pound. Owing to the infrcqneucy in the 
visits of tlie mon-ofswnr tbo Indinns 
around the Fort have become quite inso 
lent and exacting of late — Nannim» (la- 
zetU .

owing to the inclemency of the weather. 
The entiru distance from the mouth of 
Bridge River to Tyaughton Creek, as 
computed by .Mr. Landers is 46 or IT 
miles, which, I think very nearly approach- 
es correctness, Mr. Landers also mndc 
what 1 conceive to be a very accurate 
plan of the river. 

Tho travelling from the north fork 
about fourteen miles from tho mouth, 
through the canon for about eight or nine 
miles, is very bad, owing to the nbscncu of 
anything like u goo, I trail. Of course 
nothing bul Indian trails exist, and these 
are unlike what are known os "Indian 
Trails'' on the banks of the Fraser River. 
On Bridge Kiver these are simply deer 
trails, which have been used by the 
Indians in quest of game und with no view 
to the abridgment of distance. 

On nearly tbo entire line of travel good 
feed for animals may bo found, and plenty 
of water, for where there are no creeks 
the river is easily accessible. 

There are many pieces of open land 
along the river, and ono very large one 
adjoining Tyaughton Cr«ek, fn for 
cultivation. The latter is already taken 
u ii. 

Mr. Cadwallader nnd Mr. Landers 
prospected for some distance np Tyaugh- 
ton Creek, and found gold in paying 
quantities in every pan. Ten miles further 
up this creek, Mr. .lamicson found gold 
of the same kind ; wb'.le about ,!0 miles 
up the same creek, called Qullugher's 
Creek in my letter of the 15th Sept., I 
found gold of a precisely similar character, 
nnd in paying quantities — facts which lead 
me, I think not unreasonably, to infer 
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hie, and that men can got work without 
expense or delay, as tbo gold is found uour 
the surface, no atlompt having been made 
to ascertain what, exists at a greater 
depth than eighteen inches. Sluicing, 
with the use of quicksilver, ought to pro- 
duce from $10 to $15 lo the hand per 
day. 

Beyond this point wo found ii (inadvis- 
able to proceed at so late u period of Iho 
year. 

I may hero remark that a parly ol Chi- 
nese uro fliitning a portion of Iho river, 
about thirteen miles from Lillooet, n cosily 
pieco of work ; on the opposilo side from 
litem a Chinese company arc sluicing on 
nn cxlunsivo scale ; considerable numbers 
of Chinese arc at work ol intervals along 
tho lower part of tho river. I enclose a 
specimen of gold r valued at §:i), procured 
from a Chinaman in tho Canyon which is 
not more than half the result of about 
throe hours' work 

Several chile lneii have recently lel'l 
Lilloocl to commence work in tin: canyons, 
and on our way down we met a party 
going up the river in a boat lo winter at 
Gnu Creek, with aboul 1700 lbs. of pro 
visions with them 

We returned by a mountain trail via 
Sciiton Lake, which, owing to tho lateness 
of tho " fall," had then 110 snow on it , 
bul. which is never open for travel, oven 
in ordinary years, till the end of May, 
1 have tho honor, etc ,

The gold that we 
havo been receiving from the Skeonn is a 
bright orange in color, and appears to bo 
remarkably Bno in quality. On tin) 
Slekin Kivoi there are two kinds of gold, 
both of considerable fineness. Las! year 
there were only two feet of snow fell in 
the Stekin district, but in severe winters 
thu fall exceeds eight feet, and the iner-

every description exists in tho vicinity : Griffin, JI J 
bears, reindeer, mountain sheep, goats, Gyves, M 
etc., ami iho streams are well stocked Giffin, W 
with salmon and trout. Potatoes ai d Griffin, B P 
other garden vegetables grow well on the , „ - „ 
banks ol the river. On tho Naas River, - 
small diggings have been worked, but 
nothing of consequence has been found : 
it requires to be properly prospected- I 
Skecna Kiver, which falls into Port Eb- | 
siiigton, is a large stream navigable 
for powerful steamers at sonic singes 
of the water as far as Kitchillas, 
some (10 miles from its mouth. In 
1*03, Henry Goss discovered gold on tho 
upper portion of tho river and took out 
$100 in II days since that time Sebas- 
topol and I parly of canny Scots wore 
working seven miles above the Kitchillas 
and averaged §5 por day to tho hand. 
There is no doubt but rich diggings aro 
to be found on this stream, but like all 
other gold-fields, it requires time nnd 
money to develop thcin. 'The Skecna is 
fed by numerous small streams which 
take their rise in swamps, &c, in the 
neighborhood of Bubine Lake. A great 
portion of its course is through a fint open 
country, in which game is abundant. 
Coal and Plumbago .have been found in 
the mouiitnins, and several small veins of 
copper ore are known to exist.
